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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 18, 20-33 are allowed (renumbered as 1-15). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is directed to a localization system means for generating an electromagnetic energy 
field within the Ultra Wideband (UWB), wherein the means for generating the electromagnetic 
energy field are adapted to transmit pulse beams of a plurality of pulse streams, wherein each 
pulse beam comprises nine pulse streams, which pulse streams are oriented at least substantially 
parallel to each other. The closest prior art Lastingcr ct al. (US Patent 6,552,661 Bl), Richards et 
al. (US Patent # 6,504,483 Bl), and Orenstein et al. (US Patent # 5,976,038). Lastinger et al. 
discloses a locator to receive several signals, each signal having respective indicia of 
identification device presence within a respective communication pattern, Richards et al. 
discloses a system capable using impulse radio technology to track and/or monitor an animal 
such as a horse, dog or person by use of an emerging, revolutionary ultra wideband technology 
(UWB) called impulse radio communication technology, and Orenstein et al. discloses a system 
provides a directional antenna having first and second antenna patterns oriented around an 
antenna boresight direction. The references, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate 
or render the above limitation obvious.
